OF FUTURE STRATOSPHERIC POLLUTION IN CAUSING CHANGE TO 
PRESENT NATURAL STATE. 

2. NASA WILL SUPPORT PROGRAM WITH USAF OWNED WB 57F AIRCRAFT 
CARRYING NASA TAIL STRIPE, CALL NUMBER NASA 928. 
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3. AIRCRAFT HAS BEEN CONFIGURED FOR AIR SAMPLE COLLECTION 
AND INCLUDES SUCH INSTRUMENTATION AS NITROUS OXIDE DETECTOR, 
OZONE MONITOR, INERARED SPECTROMETER, PARTICULATE SAMPLER, 

UV SPECTROPHOTOMETER, AND AITKEN NUCLEI DETECTOR.
